It is Anticipated That There 
Will be in All Eight

Encouraged by the largo attendance 
at the opening meeting of the Lit., the 
executive is proceeding with the ar- 
rangements ot the inter-class debate 
as quickly as it is possible to do so 
under the present conditions and hope 
to have the meetings and debates ac- 
tually started within the next two 
weeks. It was impossible to make 
many of the plans for the Inter-class 
Debates when the support of the stu- 
dent body was an unknown quantity 
and consequently all the minor, but 
very important, points have had to be 
considered since last Monday.

Despite the war tho University of 
British Columbia has opened for work 
(his year. Supplemental examinations 
began on August 26th, and lectures ou 
September 28th. 

A year ago preparations were being 
made which would have enabled the 
university to commence its operations 
In its own building on the site at Point 
Grey, and on a scalo worthy of the 
province. Upon tho declaration of 
war, the board of governors deemed 
It advisable to postpone the heavy 
capital and fixed charges that this 
would have entailed until the outlook 
was moro promising. It has been, 
however, possible to begin work when 
intended but lu a modest way and in 
temporary quarters. This It was ne- 
cessary to do, as McGill University 
College, under the auspices of tho 
Itoyal Institution for the Advancement 
of Learning of British Columbia, 
which undertook to give instruction 
in higher education until the universi- 
ty was organized, had arranged to 
cease work this year, and it was im- 
perative that this work shall be con- 
tinued. This the university is doing, 
supplementing it by additional courses 
in geology, mineralogy, scientific basis 
of agriculture, chemistry, physics, bac- 
teriology, public health, history, eco- 
nomics, French, German, Latin, Eng- 
lish, mathematics, mining and some 
other branches of engineering as well. 
The Hullillnfrs. 

The buildings consist of the McGill 
College building containing laborator- 
ies and class rooms, a workshop and 
foundry, and a fine -new modern 
structure intended ultimately for the 
Vancouver General Hospital, but well 
adapted for college work and avail- 
able until permanent accommodation 
for tho university can be provided. 
This group of buildings with the ad- 
dition of two temporary structures 
afford quarters for tho university 
under present, conditions. 

The staff already appointed by tho 
university, with that nvnilable from 
McGill University College supple- 
ments, is continuing the work that has 
already been carried on by the college 
together with the additional courses 
above mentioned. 

Tho Increased work will enable a 
full four years course with options, 
to bc given in arts, so that the degreo 
of R A. may be obtained, and a three 
years course in engineering. As only 
three years in arts and two years In 
engineering have been given in Mc- 
Gill University College, all Its old 
students will be nblo to proceed with 
their work in their home institution. 
It is the Intention of the university 
to do thoroughly all work nnder- 
tnken rather limn to spread its means 
thinly over a wide range.

The Faculty Concessions- 

Perhaps one of the reasons for the non-enlistment of students 
' in the C. 0. T. C. has its foundation in the justice or injustice of 
some of the concessions which have been granted to the students 
enlisting in the Battalion. In the Faculty of Applied Science the 
granting of 10 per cent, to the students proving themselves "ef- 
1" ficient" has raised individual protests from a large number of men. 
IV Aliens and the physically unfit who feel that they have no call to 
5: train themselves or others who have qualified or learned their drill 
•••' previously feel that an injustice is being done them to the extent of 
a handicap of ten marks in every subject, an insurmountable obs- 
tacle when awarded to a good student toward any medal or distinc 
tion— and this ten marks is awarded not for skill in thought but 
• in body. 

Others endeavoring to qualify say. as engineers, many of 
'• whom have returned after one or more years absence, feel that 
-~ their time is wholly required for their studies and yet feel that the 
faculty regulations are a restriction on their rights and are pre- 
... judicial to their interests- Most of the men who have returned 
: .- have made up their mind whether they are going to confine them- 
selves to study. Some who are more clever perhaps than others 
feel that they can study and drill. Parents have in some cases 
at great financial sacrifice sent their sons to get a knowledge of a 
profession. If in addition that same boy feels that he is able to 
take up a military training so much the better, but our engineers 
must primarily if they are obtaining their degrees obtain the know- 
' ledge qualifying them for these degrees. 

There are still other cases in which the ten per cent, rule has 
perhaps been justly criticized. Those joining under such restric- 
•■ tions are placed under the ban of their fellows as students drill- 
ing for ten per cent., and not as ones with the desire to qualify 
themselves. Let marks be awarded according to merit in the stud- 
ies, not merit at drill. Let those capable of studying and drilling, 
drill, but don't force those unable to do both successfully, fail to do 
either properly by offering inducements to drill, which are handi- 
caps to other students.

College Equipment. 

The equipment already available at 
McGill University College Is being sup- 
plemented by large additions In 
chemistry, physics, geography, geology 
and mining, and a considerable pro- 
portion of this new material Is al- 
ready there. Unrivalled facilities for 
field work in physical geography, geo- 
logy, mining and other engineering, 
and important engineering works in 
various branches, exist in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Vancouver, and climatic 
conditions will permit class excurs- 
ions and field work to be undertaken 
almost any time throughout the ses- 
sion. The provincial museum at Vic- 
toria is also within reach. With this 
equipment and these facilities thor- 
ough courses can be given in all the 
work undertaken. 

A usual handicap in a new uni- 
versity Is the lack of a good library. 
One of th,s first undertakings was to 
collect a library, and although little 
has been possible in this direction 
since tho outbreak of war, the uni- 
versity has a library of approximately 
30,000 volumes. With this and the 
Public Library, students are well pro- 
vided with library facilities, much bet- 
ter than in most, young institutions. 
For special research, the excellent 
Provincial Library at Victoria is avail- 
able. 

Gift to University. 
The university library has already 
been assisted by donations from pub- 
lic spirited citizens, which have been 
publicly acknowledged from time to 
lime. The latest gift is from Mr. 
Henry Lye, of Vancouver, for which 
the board of governors at Its last 
meeting passed a vote of thanks. Thia' 
donation consisted of Lives of Eger- 
ton Byerson and Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald, Cornhlll Magazine and "The Mak- 
ers of Canada" scries. 

A calendar outlining the work of 
the coming year has been prepared, 
and will be made public a3 early as 
possible. In general It may bo said 
that matriculation and work of the 
first three years In arts and the first 
two years in applied science will re- 
main as in the calendar of McGill 
University College of last year. The 
changes will be principally the ad- 
ditional classes above referred to for 
the extra years. 

The university site at Point Grey Is 
cleared and the foundation has been 
laid and some of the steel-concrete 
work of the first building erected. The 
university will complete the steel- 
concrete work for this building during 
the summer. 

Dcnn Klinck of the College of Ag- 
riculture has been cultivating plots 
on the campus for experimental work 
In agriculture. In addition to prepar- 
ing the ground for class purposes, this 
experimental work will furnish In- 
formation of great value to the agri- 
cultural industry of the province. 
Data are being accumulated as to 
methods of increasing fertility oT var- 
ious soils and the adaptability of num- 
erous types of fodder and other crops 
io the region. 

The coat of arms adopted by the 
university has been designed by the 
Richmond Herald. It consists of the 
arms of the* province with an open 
book of the union device. The motto 
Is "Tuum est" (it la youra)

Captain Bovey was a student at Oxford 
when war was declared, and immedi- 
ately joined the Sth Gordon Highland- 
ers, proceeding to the front some 
months later. Two of his sisters are 
serving as Red Cross assistant in Lon- 
don. 

Friend of W. C. Common, of the 
class of Arts '12, who is held as pris- 
oner of war in the Giessen detention 
camp, will be glad to learn that he is 
in good health. In a letter to his fam- 
ily recently, Corporal Common wrote : 
"Don't waste any sympathy on me on 
account of my condition." Corp. Com- 
mon, who was identified with the 14th 
Battalion, was taken prisoner on April 
2S during the battle of Ypres. 

Previous to going to the front with 
the Victoria Rifles, Corp. Common had 
a number of years' military experi- 
ence. When he was about 18 years of 
age and a resident of Winnipeg, he 
joined the Cameron Highlanders there 
and stayed with them for five years, 
then coming back to Montreal, where 
he joined the Victoria Rifles. He was 
a sergeant in the Winnipeg regiment, 
but entered the ranks of the Vies. k.. 
an ordinary private, soon working his 
way up to the rank of e corporal. (Id 
Joined for seivice overseas just aj 
soon hu the «ai broke out, and p:e aï- 
olis to the engagement at Langemarck 
had come- through the fighting un- 
scathed.

It looks pretty certain now that Ot- 
tawa will approve of the organization 
of a battery of artillery for Queen's 
University. There have been a few 
misunderstandings that have now been 
cleared up, and the prospects for im- 
mediate organization of the new bat- 
tery are good. Lieut. Gill will no doubt 
have command of the battery, and all 
the gunners will be made up of men 
who are taking the university course, 
more particularly from among the sci- 
ence students, whose education will 
qualify them well for the work of ar- 
| tlllery, which requires a knowledge of 
the higher mathematics and a good 
technical education. The battery will 
draw only drivers and servants from 
outside. It will occupy the old Col- 
legiato building In Kingston, which 
will be fitted up for messing and liv- 
ing, with the basement turned into a 
kitchen. The building is convenient to 
the cricket field for drill, and to tho 
university, and with the 32nd, 33rd and 
34th Batteries in the city for the win- 
ter will give Kingston four batteries 
of artillery. Officers and non-coms, of 
Queen's battery will be able to take the 
R.S.A. course at Tetc du Pont Bar- 
racks. It is not likely that the four 
batteries will bo brigaded, but will be 
administered as independent units un- 
der Colonel Ogilvic, commanding artil- 
lery depot. 



Special mention is made of Lieut. 
Morgan M. Johnston, Arts '15, in con- 
nection with the 34th Battery, now at 
Barriefield, by the Dally British Whig, 
Kingston, as follows: 

" Major Massey, officer commanding 
the 34th Battery, also has three good 
officers. Lieut. Morgan M. Johnston 
has had almost all of the organizing of 
the 34th Battery to do himself, and he 
has done splendidly. Major Massey 
has been very busy on recruiting duty, 
but he left a capable officer in charge, 
and credit must be given to Lieut.

He is seconded from 
the 21st Battery, Montreal, and after 
attending the Royal School of Artil- 
lery was attached to C Battery, U.C.

Aviation School at Toronto Mill Cloie 
on Account of Orders From ' 
the It. F. C. 



It is a picture of comparative com- 
fort which Pte. William McC. Calder, 
Arts 'IS, who is at the front with the 
First Universities Company, draws in 
a recent letter home. He says: 

"Well, to-morrow I will have been a 
civilian for twenty years and a half, 
and a soldier for six montls. Who 
would have thought that I would have 
come of age in a little hole dug in the 
I continent of Europe ? However, al- 
though it is a hole In the ground, it is 
the most comfortable and homelike 
place I have been In since I left Can- 
ada. It sure Is some dugout — five and 
a half feet high (which, by the way, is 
considerably too low for me, for 1 am 
two inches taller than when you saw 
me last, and somewhat broader, and 
am universally, or rather rcgltnental- 
ly, known as 'Lofty'), by six by ten 
feet, and is dug right into the lime- 
atone way of the trench. There arc 
two mattresses and two pillows on a 
platforr.i of boards at one end, and at 
the other end, near the door, Is our 
stove with a mantle shelf over It. It 
ia a fine little one, with an oven and 
all complete. There is an old factory 
near by where we get coal and keep a 
good fire going at night. 

Kitten In Dugout. 

"Besides all kinds of cooking dishes 
and crockery, we have two chairs and 
a marble mantel clock. You see, our 
tronches run right through a small 
town which was deserted In a hurry, 
and now we have nearly all the furni- 
ture out of It over here. I am writing 
this during one of my spells off, about 
2 a.m. The stove is just about red hot, 
and with the door shut the place is 
getting so warm that I am getting 
sleepy. To make things more home- 
like, a little kitten that has come to 
live with us is purring on my knee. 
And they call war hell ! 

"But further up tho line we have 
heard a continual bombardment for 
days now, so I guess some poor devils 
arc getting the other side of war. As 
long as we stay here we will be quiet, 
for it is at a point where an advance 
on either side Is unlikely, and except 
at a couple of places we are a good 
reasonable distance away from the 
Huns. I saw Jim yesterday, and he 
was looking well." 

The Jim here referred to is Sergt. J. 
A. Lalanne. Arts '17. 



On account of orders regarding tho 
training of pupils who expect to join 
the Royal Flying Corps of the British 
Army, received in Ottawa, the aviation 
school at Long Branch, Toronto, will 
likely be closed. In future all pupils 
must go to England and take their 
whole training there. In the past men 
were taught the rudiments of the game 
here and then sent across to continue 
their course in England. The new 
order will do away with all of this. 
Those men who have already started 
J their training in tho McCurdy School, 
Toronto, for the army branch of tho 
service will be allowed to finish, but 
no new men will bo taken on. 

So far the order does not affect 
those men who are taking the navy 
work, so that branch will still be cou- 
tinued. 



"Billy" Richards, the former McGill 
star half-back, who went over to 
France with the Second Battalion as a 
corporal, is now a prisoner of war at 
Giessen, Germany At last accounts he 
was working in a brickyard. 

Richards in his prime was one of 
the greatest rugby players ever reared 
in Ottawa. He was a member of the 
College team of 1!)00, 1901 and* 1902 
when this team was at the zenith of 
Its glory. 

As a punting half-back, Richards 
had no peer, and was one of the fam- 
ous RIchards-Callahan combination, 
two of the surest footed and fleetest 
hair-backs of their time. Richards 
starred at McGill for several years 
after leaving Ottawa University, and 
was quarter-back on the Montreal Big 
Four team of 1912. As a paddlcr. 
Billy was no less famous, and was an 
enthusiastic member of the Britannia 
Club. 



MINNESOTA CORPi 

University of Minnesota Form a Motor 
Cycle Corp» In Connection 
With Cadet. Corps 

The mounted patrol of the Univer- 
sity Cadet Corps, an innovation in mili- 
tary tactics at the University of Min- 
nesota, has been pronounced a suc- 
cess after three weeks of eventful 
manoeuvring. On Thursday afternoon 
a squad of five motorcycles In charge 
of Sergt. Lawrence made a hazat-lcus 
journey to the National Guard Armory, 
where the enemy was encamped, and 
secured detailed information regarding 
their position. A valuable map of tho 
Immediate vicinity was among the 
treasures secured by thd patrolling 
squad. 

Practical problems, such as this, will 
be given the motorcycle corps from 
now on, and the climax will como un 
Inspection day, when a scoull.ig expe- 
dition to the Agricultural campus will 
be undertaken. A sham battle between 
the two hostile forces will take place 
on that day. 



Berlin, Oct. 26.— An important branch 
of relief work at present before the 
people of Germany is that of provid- 
ing employment for the men returning 
from the front who are Incapable of 
further military service. For a time 
the trades commission considered the 
question along with the more difficult 
problem of placing in positions sol- 
diers returning after the war, but the 
commission has now decided to place 
the former question in the hands of 
the Central Labor Exchange. The ex- 
change has established an advisory 
board of employers and employees 
from each trade. Each Individual case 
is placed in charge of a member of the 
board, who tries to find a position for 
the applicant. Ap appropriation from 
tho city of 100,000 marks has been 
granted for tho new work. 

Berlin, October 26.— According to 
present reports the new German harv- 
est will provide ample bread and flour 
supplies for the population during the 
winter. The national grain commis- 
sion has decided to change the milling 
of bran and flour from 80-83 per cent, 
to 75 per cent, so as to give a greater 
quantity of flour to the public. At the 
same time there will be a plentiful 
supply of bran for farmers. Up to tho 
present, tho population has been al- 
lowed 225 to 250 grammes of bread a 
day, but the new harvest will provide 
a supply sufficient to permit increas- 
ing this amount.

Both fine and im- 
prisonment awaits those who for the 
foregoing reasons malign or perse- 
cute others, or who seek to prevent 
others from manifesting a pro-German 
attitude by means of threats of perse- 
cution, and so forth. If one r| other 
of the offenses named be committed 
in concert, by several people leagued 
together for that purpose, each mem- 
ber of the band will bo punished as 
an offender. The sentence In this 
evnt may be raised to five years' im- 
prisonment

The Trustees of Queen's Universi- 
ty at their recent meeting expressed 
their warm appreciation of tho con- 
duct of tho students who have given 
their services to tho cause of their 
country in the present war.

My Dear 

In the last six days I have been In 
the firing line twice. We go In for 
two-day, periods here, aad it is quite 
enough at a time, as we must remain 
in the traverse all night. There are 
no dugouts In these traverses, and it 
is very difficult to get to sleep when 
not doing sentry duty. The nights now 
are very cold. The first time in the 
trenches we were in a quiet place, 
about 350 yards from the German 
lines. The second time we were in a 
better place. It is called Whiz-bang 
corner, and we had several of those 
shells. A couple lauded a few yards 
from our traverse. The German lines 
are on throe sides of us, although one 
Is too far away to count. Of the other 
two lines, one ranges from 200 to 300, 
while the one in front of us was only 
30 to 40 yards away. Wo could hear 
the Germans talking at times, and we 
had to talk low. You can also hear 
the sapping and mining going on 
somewhere beneath you. Both lines 
of trenches arc on a hill, and one of 
these days there is going to be a huge 
explosion, and then good-bye hill. As 
for rifle fire, you have to be careful. 
There are always a few casualties on 
Whizbang corner, and we were not 
without them. Charlie Parke and a 
Black Watch Scot of Kitchener's army 
were In the traverse known as the 
crow's nest. A bullet struck near, 
cither hitting a rock or their peri- 
scope — the latter I think. Both were 
cut In the head. Charlie Parke came 
running past the traverse where I was 
doing sentry. One of the sergeants 
coming up the trench attended to him. 
I put my first-aid bandage on the Scot 
who had a slight cut on the head and 
on the chin. It was his first day in 
the trenches after a year's training m 
England, and he was laughing at hav- 
ing received a '|blighty" during his 
first day. They are just slight flesh 
wounds, and both will only get about 
two days off. A periscope was a good 
mark at thirty years, and there was 
another that was smashed to bits.

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Rome, Italy— A correspondent writ- 
ing from the front to tho Glornale 
d'ltalla says: The Cavalera, tho main 
road of tho Cadore, is crowded with 
endless processions of vehicles; so 
congested is the traffic now along this 
mountain road that It has to be regu- 
lated by signals at the villages passed 
on the way. First the motor lorries 
loaded with ammunition slowly round 
the sharp turns of the road, and then 
the horses of the lumbering hay wag- 
gons arc urged forward when a white 
disk has given the signal. Stationed 
at various points along the road are 
sentinels guarding the arches of via- 
ducts, and so forth. The vehicles pro- 
ceed as far as they can, and then the 
ammunition is carried along the moun- 
tain paths up to the highest peaks 
where are the guns behind rocks and 
among the clouds. Horses are pressed 
Into service of this mountain warfare 
to carry ammunition up the steep and 
rocky paths, and they prove them- 
selves as sure-footed as mules. An- 
other Innovation Is the use of donkeys 
to carry bread to advanced posts more 
than 6,000 feet above sea level. All 
co-operate In perfect order for the 
regular working of the war machine. 
When the animals have to stop, owing 
to their inability to climb the perpen- 
dicular rock, there begins tho work of 
men who climb up, with the help of 
cords, to bring food and ammunition 
to their brothei'B among the haunts of 
the chamois. The supply of stores Is 
graduated off In ever diminishing 
quantities from the colossal motor 
lorry carrying cannon and flour along 
the big main roads to the hand reach- 
ing up a loaf or a box of cartridges 
from a lower rock to the soldier up 
I above. Provisions and ammunition arc 
massed at the foot of the mountain 
to be subdivided again and again on 
their upward Journey along the hid- 
den arteries of war. No obstacle ever 
arrests this dally, Incessant, upward 
flow. Everywhere in the mountains 
arc to be found convoys, bearing pro- 
visions of all descriptions. The fir 
trees cover this ceaseless, regular 
movement which is dispersed in all 
directions when open spaces are reach- 
ed, and acrosB tho heights above the 
fir woods. Tho pack mules and horses 
climb the steep paths with a clatter of 
hoof beats almost mechanic In the 
regularity of Its rhythm. Now and 
then there is a hoarse cry from a driv- 
er, short Btop for the adjustment of a 
pack saddle, and the column starts 
on its upward way again. The men 
attending to the transport service arc 
all fully conscious of its Importance, 
and perform their duty devotedly, 
overcoming difficulties unknown In 
former wars, and thus a regular sup- 
ply is conveyed tip to the highest sum- 
mits among the clouds.

MUSKETRY COURSE 



2nd Year C. O. T. C. Men Needed to 
Act as Musketry Instructors. 

Only four members of last year's 
C.O.T.C. turned up at the meeting 
called in connection with the need for 
musketry instructors, which was held 
at C.O.T.C. headquarters yesterday 
afternoon. Major A. A. Magee, Capt.

Classes at Sackville Join the 
Colors for Service Overseas 
With Canadians. 



"We hope that .the recruits will be 
allowed to train at Sackville, bo that 
our students can contlnuo their work 
with us and still train for service 
tinder the colors," said Dr. G. M. 
Campbell, professor of homlletics, 
practical theology, and hiBtory at 
Mount Allison University, Sackville, 
N.B., when seen by a Toronto news- 
paper. 

"Our classes have suffered serious- 
ly, but we do not complain. Tho cause 
of humanity and civilization is the 
issue in this war, and wo want our 
boys to take their part in the struggle 
for world-wide freedom. We have a 
student body of about 800, ordinarily, 
but, of course, there are three bran- 
ches, a boys' preparatory school, a 
ladies' college, and the university. 

"We have been conferring degrees 
for half a century. Last year, there 
wero 160 students in residence; this 
year tho number is 90. We had a drill 
sergeant last winter and Mount Alli- 
son University is doing its bit. Tho 
freshmen's class was 100 strong last 
year, as compared with 45 this year. 
The war explains the disparity more 
than any other factor. We Method- 
ists, like other denominations, recog- 
nize our duty and are trying to do 

Mount Allison University has one 
science building, and wants two more, 
Dr. Campbell is on his way back from 
Manitoba, where he interested gradu- 
ates in their Alma Mater.

PAPER SHIRTS FOR SOLDIERS. 

Paper shirts, mane in japan, are 
now being served out to the Russian 
soldiers for use in the cold and wet 
weather, which is rapidly approaching 
on the eastern front. A number of 
these paper shirts were used by the 
Russians last winter, and they proved 
to bo much warmer and cheaper than 
ordinary shirts. 

The paper used is called "hashikir- 
azu," and is made from the bark of the 
mulberry tree. It has been used by 
the Japanese army and people for 
many years, it only drawback being 
that it cannot be washed. 

PRISONERS IN AUSTRALIA. 



Melbourne, Australin, Oct. 26. — The 
Minister of Defence, Senator Pearcc, 
has stated that there were 2,940 enemy 
subjects interneo in Australia at the 
end of May, and that the daily cost of 
their maintenance was £498 per day. 
Payments, on a scale according to 
skill, are made to prisoners of war 
who volunteer for employment In mak- 
ing Improvements in tho camps of in- 
ternment, or are employed In other 
useful work; whilst officers of mer- 
chant vessels which have been In- 
terned in the various parts of the Com- 
monwealth arc, in the event of their 
having no means, permitted payment 
not exceeding 4s per week. The pay- 
ments, including cost of dally rations 
to those prisoners who held commis- 
sions in tho military or naval forces of 
tho enemies arc on the following scale; 
Second lieutenants, 4s per day; cap- 
tains and officers of higher rank, 4s tid 
per dny. The Tasmanlan prisoners are 
employed in improving state lands and 
arc paid at the rate of 2s per day. 



Berlin, October 26— An increase In 
the number of women conductors on 
tho Berlin street railways will be 
made on account of the lack of men, 
many having been called to the colors. 
The number of men grows less each 
week, and the prospect of a winter 
campaign will causo it to be lowerod 
still further. To take their places 
many women will be employed. In 
times of peace 4,900 men conductors 
are employed, but now 60 per cent of 
this number are women. 



The Fourth Universities Company; 
yesterday morning marched out to tho 
top of the Wcstinount Mountain, where 
the officers and men reconnoitred 
the position and lay of the land for the 
manoeuvres that are to take place next 
Thursday evening. These manoeuvre! 
will consist of a sham battle with the 
Westmount Rifles, in which useful 
points in infantry attack will be prac- 
tised. The new members of the com- 
pany did recruit drill under the special 
Instruction of Sergt-Major Werry, who 
hopes to have these recruits very soon 
trained up to the same standard as tho 
rest of the company. In the afternoon 
the company divided up into numerous 
bodies of men, who each took part in 
some different subject of instruction. 
A squad of twelve picked men took in- 
struction in bayonet fighting from 
Lieut. Traquair, while twenty-five 
went to the C.P.R. indoor rifle ranges 
where many good scores wero made.: 
A recruit squad was drilled in tho- 
rudiments of infantry training, while 
each platoon went out under Its com- 
mander and was given paltoon drill. 
Later in the afternoon, at 3.15 p.m., 
tho whole company returned to the 
barracks, where the men were given a 
lecture on scouting by Capt. Eve. The* 
Fourth Company has now Its full com- 
plement of officers, all of whom will 
accompany it across to England. These 
are Lieuts. J. R. Mltchener, F. C. Hlg- 
gins, IL W. Chenney, C. C. Robinson 
and P. K. Heywood. Mr. Mitchener 
was originally of the Third Universi- 
ties Company, but when he was in Ot- 
tawa taking the musketry course there 
he contracted typhoid fever when he 
required only three days more to com- 
plète his course He was replaced by 
Mr. Grigg in the Third Company, and 
he has only now recovered sufficient- 
ly to take up his duties In the Fourth, 
which he did yesterday, having been 
three months In the hospital. 

The machine gun has been working 
exceptionally well, and instruction in 
this lino of work is being conducted 
by Mr. Higlgus. 

Among the latest recruits to b* 
signed on with the company Is H. B. 
De Wolfe, from Acadia University. Mr. 
De Wolfe is a qualified machine gun 
officer, having taken an officers' 
course in this branch some time tie- 
forc signing on as a private with the 
Fourth Universities Company. The 
company now boasts of a Belgian who 
has the distinction of having five 
brothers fighting on the Allies' side. 
One of them has a commission in tho 
French army, another in the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force with a commis- 
sioned rank, while his three 'remaining 
brothers are in the Belgian army. 

J. F. M. Burford and W. A. Burford 
arc two brothers who were born in 
Geneva, Switzerland, and then moved 
to Toronto. However, they have now 
enlisted together in the Universities 
Company, and were taken on strength 
on the 20th of this month.

The University indoor athletic activ- 
ities for the session 1015-1G are to 
commence this afternoon at 5.15 in 
the gymnasium of the Central Y. M. C. 
A., Drummond street. 

The regular gymnasium classes are 
to start at that time, and it Is expected 
that the capacity of the gym will be 
taxed to Its utmost. Thoso classes, 
conducted by the department of physi- 
cal education of the University, are 
open and free to all students. In 
order to obtain the privilege ticket for 
tho Y. M. C. A. building, it Is only ne- 
cessary to present the grounds ticket 
at the Y. M. C. A. desk, where tho tick- 
et that admits to the classes will be 
obtained. 

As has been customary in the past, 
the classes will be of such a nature as 
to ensure the greatest possible advan- 
tages to be derived from the time de- 
voted to exercise, whether It be one, 
two, three or more hours per week. 

A largo number of first-year stud- 
ents have chosen the gymnasium as 
the activity they are to pursue this 
year. It is compulsory that all first- 
year students shall take some form of 
regular physical everclse throughout 
the session. The student's choice was 
secured when being medically exam- 
ined, and two periods a week aro de- 
manded of him in the activity which 
he has chosen. A complete list of the 
activities and choices that have been 
made will bo published shortly. Com- 
pulsory attendance of those choosing 
gymnasium work will not be demand- 
ed until next week, when all the ex- 
aminations will have been conducted, 
It. is strongly recommended, however 
that all these men attend the gym. to- 
morrow and tho other class days this 
week in order to familiarize them- 
selves with the conditions. 

The suit to be worn in the gym. is 
to be tho same as in previous times 
—white sleeveless jersey, short white 
pants and low or high shoes of any 
color. 

The days for the classes arc Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays, at 5.15 
p.m. A few minutes arc allowed the 
beginning of each period for free 
work, tho actual instructional period 
starting at 5.25.

The Royal Military College 
of Canada

THFRE are few national institutions of more 
valuo and interest to the country than the 
lloyal Military College of Canada. Notwith- 
standing this, its object and the work it is ac- 
complishing are not sufficiently understood by 
the general public. 

The College is a Government Institution, 
dealgned primarily (or the purpoae of giving 
instruction in all branches of military science t* 
Cadets and Officers of the Canadian Militia. In 
fact it corresponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military instructors 
arc all officers on tho active list of the Imperial 
army, lent for the purpose, and there is in addition 

complete staff of professors for the civil sub- 
jects which form such un important part of the 
Collego course. Medical attendanco u ala 
video. 

Whilst the College is organized on a strictly 
military basis the cadets receive a practical and 
scientific training in subjects essential to a Bound 
modern education. 

The course includes a thorough grounding in 
Mathematics, Civil Engineering, Surveying, Phys- 
ics, Chemistry, French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the College 
is one of the most valuable features of the course, 
and in addition, the constant practice of gym- 
nastics, drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds, 
ensures health and excellent physical condition.' 

Commissions n all branches ot tho Importa 
service and Canadian Permanent Force are offered ' 
annually. 

The diploma of graduation is considered by j 
the authorities conducting the examination for 
Dominion Land Surveyor to bo equivalent to a 
university degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, it obtains the same ex- 
emptions as a 11. A. degree. 

The length of the course is three years, in three 
terms of 9J-$ months each. 

The total cost of the course, including board 
uniform, instructional material, and all oxtras 
is about $800. 

Tho annual competitive examination for ad- 
mission to the College, takes place in May of 
each year, at tho headquarters of tho several 
military divisional areas and districts. 

For full particulars regarding this examina- 
tion and for any other information, application 
should be made to the secretary of the Militia 
Council, Ottawa, Ont., or to the Commandant, 
Hoyal Military College Kingston, Ont.
